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quite confusing. The features protruding TFT portion', 'said position' and 'exceeding' 
are not clear either from the specification or from the drawings. 

For examination purposes, the Examiner has interpreted the claim language in 
light of the specification of the instant application, i.e., Figs. 2 and 5D show that a 
channel region is formed at the source and drain electrode regions (25 and 26) and a 
second channel is opened by etching (using gate electrode and gate line as masks). 
This second channel can be seen at the left hand side of the figures. Page 16, lines 20- 
23 of the specification provides support for this feature i.e., a gate line (31 ) and a 
semiconductor layer (27) and gate insulating layers (28 and 29) are formed by etching 
using gate electrode (30) and gate line (31) as masks. The Examiner's indication of 
allowability is based upon above interpretation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 12 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. Claims 13 and 14 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
